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CMA LAUNCHES NEW EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 
CLEVELAND — A new outreach program of the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA), Art to 
Go, allows trained volunteer teachers to take original works of art from an education 
collection at the museum into Cleveland-area classrooms. Available now, this program is 
open to any school within a 30-minute one-way commute from the museum. 

Under supervision, students handle and examine selected art works for a tangible 
connection to past times and foreign cultures. Art to Go curriculum materials also provide 
proficiency testing connections. Works of art are in various media, including ceramics, 
textiles, and metalwork. 

Kathryn Klein, coordinator of Art to Go, notes: “This is a wonderful and rare 
opportunity for students and teachers to touch and experience works of art from the education 
collection at the museum. Our thanks go to Eaton Corporation, the National Endowment for 
the Arts, Toshiba International Foundation, and our other funders for their generous support 
of this exciting program.” Klein continues, “I would also like to add that volunteers are 
needed to bring this educational opportunity to an even wider population base.” The Art to 
Go staff will train new volunteers. Minority volunteers are encouraged to apply. 

Each class visited by Art to Go is urged to plan a reciprocal visit to CMA to relate 
what they experienced in the classroom to what is exhibited at the museum. In advance of the 
school presentation, classroom teachers receive a packet of information. It includes an 
introduction to the lesson, suggested questions and answers, a lesson plan, and other 
materials to prepare students and teachers for the Art to Go visit. The 12 topics are:

The Art of Writing 
Cool Knights’. Armor from the 
European Middle Ages and 
Renaissance 

Diego Rivera: A Mexican Hero and

Masks: Let ’s Face It 

Native American Art: Clues from the 

Past 

Problem Solving: What in the World? 
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The cost of an Art to Go visit is $50 per class. Some scholarships are available for free visits to 
schools. Presentations are 40 minutes and are available Tuesday through Friday, 1 1:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 
Presentations accommodate a maximum of 25 students per class.
